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SRC pushes purge 
of Society staff

The Students* Society Struc- 
tural Review Committee (SRC) 
will recommend a purge of 
some of the Society's highest- 
paid bureaucrats in a report to 
be tabled at tomorrow's council 
meeting. 

The SRC completed its 
deliberations this weekend. As 
committee member Les Thiele 
said, "It's up to council now to 
take a stand." 

The committee was set up by 
Students' council last fall to ex- 
amine the structures of the 
Students' Society and to make 
recommendations concerning 
them to council. 

The intention of council, in 
creating the committee was to 
make Students' Society a more 
democratic and responsive 
organization. 

A key proposal of the com- 
mittee involves eliminating the 
managerial ■ positions of ex- 
ecutive, director and program 
director, employees who 
presently' earn a combined 
salary of almost $70,000 a year. 
The tasks performed by these 
individuals would be transfer- 
red to elected student represen- 
tatives. 

The SRC is proposing that 
two additional vice presidents 
be elected each year to oversee 
the areas of services and ad- 
ministration. 

The committee also recom- 
mends that a research officer be 
hired to provide the Society 
with information on political 
issues such as cutbacks in 
educational funding. The post 
would be a staff position, 
hopefully Filled by a McGill 
graduate, at a salary of about

$12,000 a year on a one to two- 
year contract. 

According to the SRC plan, 
the saving in staff salaries 
would amount to almost 
$50,000 a year, even after a pro- 
posed increase in honorarium 
for elected representatives. 

In an attempt to maintain 
continuity in the organization,* 
the SRC is proposing that the 
additional vice presidents be 
elected in November to serve a 
January-to-Janùary term. The 
remaining Students' Society of- 
ficers would be elected during 
regular campus-wide elections, 
in March. 

In addition, the SRC is 
recommending that Students' 
council itself be restructured to 
provide more . equitable 
representation. Some of the 
proposed changes include: 
•Eliminating Iwo of the three 
club representatives to council, 
as well as the residence rep, and 
the student representatives from 
the Senate and the Board of 
Governors; 

•Creating a committee system 
to increase the involvement of 
councillors in the organization; 
•Electing a vice president (com- 
munications) from among 
council members to provide an 
information link between 
Students' Society and the 
students. 

"These aren't such radical 
changes. They've been talked 
about for years," Thiele said. 

"But now the talk is becom- 
ing action. It's basically just an 
attempt to increase student par- 
ticipation and allow democracy 
a chance to breath." 

Thiele believes that the

Non-smokers people too

This year could mark the start 
of a trend, which would see 
Quebec smokers being asked to 
butt out more and more often. 
Quebec Minister of the En- 
vironment Marcel Léger has 
come up with a new bill which 
will restrict the right of this pro- 
vince's smokers to light up in 
selected public places. 

Léger made public his inten- 
tion last Friday at a press con- 
ference organized by the 
Montreal-based environment 
protection group STOP. The 
conference was held at the 
minister's Montreal office. 

The minister re? ealed that he 
has just sent the bill to the Com- 
ité Ministériel Permanent du 
Développement Social 
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Terrorists" admit to kidnapping 



by Kip Tetley-Jarvis 
i A group devoid of political 
ideology and with even less in 
the brains department has 
claimed responsibility for the 
abduction Thursday night of 
the American delegate to the 
mock United Nations general 
assembly. 

An unidentified member of 
the as yet unnamed (see con- 
test page 13) "terrorist" brigade 
phoned the Daily office Friday 
afternoon to respond to allega- 
tions that the delegate was 
beaten about the head. 

"He wasn't beaten, ok? 
Nobody was hurt at all, "the 
caller claimed. "He wasn't 
touched practically." 
* Lawrence' Zlatkin, the ab- 



ductee, said, "No, I wasn't hurt 
except I was punched in the face 
and my nose was gushing with 
blood." i 

Zlatkin said that while he was 
being carried to Royal Victoria 
College in a canvas bag, one of 
his abductors punched the bag. 
This was the telling blow. 

"It was definitely 
intentional, "said Zlatkin. 

The unidentified spokesper- 
son for the group of twelve, 
allegedly all male, said, "I'm 
not sure of how he was hurt. In 
no way did we want to hurt him. 
I believe he grabbed one of the 
guys by the hair and I suppose a 
push might have done it." ' - 

Both Zlatkin and his abduc- 
tors agreed that the delegate's 



wallet was not stolen and 
Zlatkin recovered it immediate- 
ly after his release. 

"My wallet was on the hall 
floor (fifth floor RVQ but I 
don't know how it got there." 

After forcing their way into 
RVC via a back door, Zlatkin 
was taken by elevator to the 
fifth floor of RVC and placed in 
a garbage can for about half an 
hour, until his captors fled to 
continue their mirth-making 
with a panty raid. 

"It was funny up "to a 
point,"Zlatkin said."Up to the 
point when we left Leacock 
(where the mock UN was being 
held)." 

After leaving Leacock,

(CMPDS), a cabinet subcom- 
mittee which examines all bills 
emanating from social affairs 
ministries prior to their presen- 
tation to the full cabinet. 

Léger believes that he will be 
able to table the bill in the Na- 
tional Assembly before the end 
of the year. 

STOP'S Research Director 
Bruce Walker expressed his 
satisfaction with this initiative, 
saying/'This is the strongest 
commitment that Mr. Léger or 
any other minister has made 
regarding the rights of non- 
smokers." 

The minister stressed that 
"smokers will not lose their 
right to smoke... all we want is 
for non-smokers to have a right 
to clean air in specified public 
places." 

"We must not infringe on 
anyone's freedoms, but it's im- 
portant to remember that a per- 
son's freedom ends where the 
freedoms of those around him 
begin, "he added. 

Léger admitted that many 
details of the proposed legisla- 
tion must still be hammered out 
in committee. It is still not cer- 
tain which public places will fall 
within the scope of the law, nor 
has it been decided whether 
smoking in public places will be 
prohibited or merely restricted 
to certain designated areas. As 
well, the exact form of penal 
sanctions for non-compliance 
with the law has yet to be deter- 
mined. 

Previous attempts at 
legislating non-smokers' rights 
have met with little success in 
Canada. Bills with that intent 
have died on the order table in 



Alberta, British Columbia and 
in Parliament. In Québec, a 
private members' bill introduc 
ed by Liberal MNA Harry 
Blank has bitten the dust three 
times. 

At present, the only 
legislative protection afforded 
non-smokers comes from 
municipal by-laws. Only one 
municipality in Québec, the 
township of Aylmer, has 
enacted such measures. 

Asked why it has taken his 
ministry so long to act in the 
matter (the Quebec Advisory 
Council on the Environment 
recommended provincial 
legislation in 1979), Léger 
replied that he wanted to be sure 
that public opinion was on his 
side before going ahead. 

Léger claims to have recently 
received "sociological data" 
which indicates that a majority 
of Quebecers would support 
smoking restrictions in public 
places. This data, he says, con 
vinced him that now is the right 
time to act. 

Léger responded to doubts 
expressed about the en- 
forceability of the projected 
legislation by saying, "Of 
course, you will always have 
people who disobey a law. But 
we feel that the mere existence 
of this law will have a beneficial 
effect; it will at least make peo- 
ple more aware of the 
problem." 

According to the minister, the 
fact that Premier René Léves- 
que, whose nicotine addiction 
has been well documented, has 
indicated that he can put up 
with the law means that "any 
other citizen can too."

Defence industries employ a 
lot of people. Does that mean 
we should encourage them? 

A major United Nations 
study has been completed which 
discredits the notion that 
military spending is economical- 
ly healthy. The Thorsson 
Report, prepared after three 
years of work under Inga 
Thorsson by the UN Committee 
oh Disarmament and Develop- 
ment, concludes that more jobs 
can be created by investment in 
the production of civilian 
goods. 

The difficulty of converting 
war industries to other produc- 
tion was discussed Saturday at 
the McGill Project 
Ploughshares Peace School. 

"The Thorsson Report may 
have made conversion, seem 
easier than it really is, "said 
Clyde Sanger, Canadian cor- 
respondent for the Manchester 
Guardian and author or the 
popular version of the report. 

"This conversion would be 
different from the demobiliza- 
tion after the Second World 
War, where industries were only 
returning to normal. For 
today's defence industries, 
military products are. the 
norm." 

Sanger spoke of unions at the 
British companies Spar 
Aerospace and Vickers In- 
dustries which prepared detailed 
plans for the production of 
"socially useful" goods in place 
of military vehicles and aircraft. 

"The companies responded 
that the workers were intruding 
on management 
prerogative, "said Sanger. 
"Some of the design engineers 
were transferred and others 



were sacked." 

Canadian government pro- 
grams encourage conversion in 
the other direction, claim peace 
researchers. Dorothy 
Rosenberg, a Project 
Ploughshares activist, says 
"Bata Shoes, which made boots 
for the American Army during 
the Vietnam War, moved into 
armament manufacture after 
seeing Canadian government 
promotion of defence produc- 
tion." 

The three per cent increase in 
military spending agreed to by 
NATO members does not en 
courage a move away from war 
production. 

"Large scale conversion of 
war industries is a lengthy pro- 
cess, "he said. "Bipartisan sup- 
port is needed to effect ten- to 
fifteen-year plans." 

The Thorsson Report deals at 
length with increased military 
expenditures of third world 
countries, which have risen 4.5 
to 16 per cent of the global total 
in the last twenty years. Coupl- 
ed with rising energy costs, 
population increases and large 
international debts, the Report 
concludes such expenditure is 
holding back economic develop- 
ment. 

The Thorsson committee, 
made up of government experts 
from 27 countries, refrained 
from attributing blame for third 
world arms buildup. The 
Report requests wider 
dissemination of information 
on military spending to the UN 
and recommends that national 
governments publicize the 
benefits of reallocation of 
military expenditure and pro- 
duction. 



Torture, death await refugees fleeing El Salvador 



OTTAWA (CUP) - Refugees 
driven from El Salvador by 
clashes between the ^ ruling 
military junta and liberation 
forces are facing torture and 
death, in neighbouring Hon- 
duras, say members of parlia- 
ment' who completed a week- 
ong tour of the area January 

Progressive Conservative MP. 
Joseph Reid, Liberal Warren 
All m and and New Democrat 
Dan Heap travelled through the 
Central American nation with 
Meyer Brownstone, national 
chairperson of the international 
development agency, OXFAM- 
Canada. 

There are now 200,000 
refugees in the Central 
American region, who have fled 
increasing violence as 
Salvadorean national guard, 
troops battle the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front (FDR), the 
broad-based coalition challeng- 
ing the rule of President Jose 
Napolean Duarte. 

The delegation said 20,000 of 
the refugees are in the Hon- 
duras area, where their main 



fear is security. The preliminar; 
report submitted by the group 
to External Affairs minister 
Mark MacGuigan, says that in- 
terviews with refugees and 
workers with refugee agencies 
"confirm many cases in which 
Salvadorean troops and 
ORDEN (the para-military 
group) have crossed the border 
into Honduras without 
resistance, to kidnap, torture 
and kill refugees in camps and 
in homes in Honduran 
villages." 

The report also cites cases of 
"harassment, torture and 
murder by Honduran troops 
against Salvadorean refugees — 
this in addition to cases where 
Honduran troops stood by or 
ignored attacks by Salvadorean 
military in Honduras 
territory." Honduran peasants 
who help and members of sup- 
port agencies also risk attacks. 

Brownstone and the MPs met 
with MacGuigan January 27, to 
discuss their findings on the 
tour and Canadian involvement 
in the Salvadorean upheaval. 



"Mr. MacGuigan was sup- 
portive and sympathetic," said 
Brownstone after the talks. 
"On the question of security 
(for refugees) he was prepared 
to explore with the United Na- 
tions High Commission on 
Refugees and the government of 
Honduras the points we raised 
in our report." 

The delegation returned with 
unanimous condemnation for 
the 'upcoming elections in .El 
Salvador, which have the ap- 
proval of the federal govern- 
ment. The United States has en- 
dorsed the elections, but France 
and Mexico have publicly 
criticized them. ■ 

Although their position on 
the Salvadorean elections was 
'not included in their 
preliminary report, the delega- 
tion members outlined their 
concern at a press conference 
before the MacGuigan meeting. 
They said government muscle in 
El Salvador is discouraging op- 
position and should be 
tempered before uninhibited 
voting takes place. Canada's 



support for the elections should 
be- withdrawn, they said. 

After presenting their views 
to MacGuigan, Brownstone 
said, "the position of the Cana : 
dian government is that it does 
not interfere with elections per 
se, and that (the election) is an 
internal matter." Brownstone 
said he understood 
MacGuigan's position to be that 
while the government would not 
involve itself in debate over 
whether elections should be held 
at this time, it would be 
prepared to participate in 
balloting procedures if they 
were held. 

In 1981 Canada had a quota 
of 1,000 Latin American im- 
migrants, but this was 
"nowhere near filled," accor- 
ding to Spadina MP Dan Heap. 
The delegation said that the 
Honduran official responsible 
for processing people wishing to 
come to Canada was not aware 
the quota existed, or that it was 
not being met. 

But the group said there are 
hurdles for Salvadorean 
refugees to overcome if they 



wish to travel to Canada. Cur 
rently the nearest Canadian im- 
migration office is in Mexico 
City, where only two Canadian 
officials are available to screen 
applicants in the region. 

"At present they have to get 
to Mexico City, and in Mexico 
City they may have to support 
themselves for six months while 
they wait in line," said Heap 

Brownstone said MacGuigan 
promised he would try to in 
crease the staff at the office in 
Mexico City, but the minister 
said Canada could not. easily 
locate an office closer to the 
refugees. According to 
Brownstone, MacGuigan had 
said the United Nations refugee 
commission usually guides 
refugee channels, and so far the 
ministry has not received a UN 
request for more Canadian im- 
migration officers. 

The delegation has also 
recommended that Canadian 
volunteer organizations and the 
federal government increase 
their funding support for the 
region's relief agencies. 
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Ethics a challenge to medicine

Modenvmedicine - especially 
in its more technical realms • is 
on the threshold of some of the 
greatest advances in history, 
and it is where a system of ethics 
has its most challenges, accor- 
ding to Dr. David Roy. 

Roy, head of the Centre for 
Bio-ethics in Montréal, gave a 
speech Wednesday evening 
sponsored by the Medical Ethics 1 
Club. 

Ethics may be traced back to 
the infrastructure of ancient 
Greek medicine. 

Socrates and other Greek 
philosophers considered the 
framework of medicine to be 
analogous to the political 
system of society so they 
modelled their own ethical 
system on it. They hoped to do 
for the mind what medicine did 
for the body. 



Roy broke down medicine in- 
to the aspects which the Greeks 
recognized. 

The practice of medicine 
draws on, and is similar to, 
philosophy in that the former 
involves reasoning and a system 
of values. 

Applying scientific 
knowledge, medicine lapses into 
the liberal arts; doctors literally 
"liberate" the patient from 
"enslavement to immediate 
gratification". That, in turn, 
permits transcendence from the 
vulnerabilities of the body. 

In addition, an elite forms in 
the profession because there is a 
grouping of the individuals and 
a common striving for ex- 
cellence. A sense of superiority 
arises from this elite which the 
layman usually finds 
distasteful. 

But Roy believes people in- 
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side and outside the field benefit 
from the formation of an elite 
because it fosters aspirations to 
high quality performance in all 
professions. 

. He added that one of the 
dangers of socialized medicine 
is that it diminishes the rather 
elevated role of the physician in 
the society, making him - "just 
another nine-to- fiver". This 
ultimately has repercussions in 
the standards of medical care. 

Roy divided medical profes- 
sionals into two categories bas- 
ed on their attitudes toward the 
patient. He made a distinction 
between so-called "free doc- 
tors" and "slave doctors". 

The first seeks, to "free the 
patient from ignorance" by ex- 
plaining the patient's condition 
to him or her. 

The second attitude, 
however, likens the unwell per- 
son to a malfunctioning 
machine whose components re- 
quire re-adjustment. The means 
the physician employs are kept 
secret from the patient. 

Roy touched upon other 
points that emerge from the 
study of Greek medicine, such 
as the relatively strong 
ideological role of the environ- 
ment . 

Their treatment of disease 
was intimately associated with 
the concepts of harmony and 
balance. Health was regarded in 
terms of two key ideas: 
wholeness (interdépendance, 
cohesion) and proportion 
(suitability).

TAs at SFU brace for cuts 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — 
Simon Fraser University of- 
ficials said January 20 there will 
be no significant reduction in 
TAships offered next year — 
despite the proposed $100,000 
reduction in next year's salary 
budget. But the TA unioi 
convinced. 
, In a meeting to discuss the 
impact of the reductions with 
the Teaching Support Staff 
Union (TSSU), the officials said 
they hoped to implement the 
cuts through "discouraging" 
split and part-time TAships. 

But union officials are not 
convinced the University can 
cover the deficit simply, by 
reducing the part-time and split 
positions. 

Bob Wiseman, staff coor- 
dinator of the TA local, said 
that the cutbacks represent 
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more than 30 positions, about 
150 base units, and there seems ' 
to be no' way the University can 
cut back on the TA salary simp- 
ly by discouraging the split and 
part-time TAships. Wiseman 
also said the University was 
already discouraging them, and 
that it was not a new policy. 

Another tactic the University 
proposes is to drop the smaller 
tutorials and, then re- allocate 
the students into other classes. 
Wiseman said this tactic would 
result in more split TAships and 
therefore would not be effective 
in reducing the base units spent. 

TSSU president Ann Burger 
called the cutbacks 
"ridiculous" and said the big- 
gest losers in the cutbacks 
would be the students. Students 
will asked to pay more for less 
services and bigger tutorials. 

"These actions can only 
result in a serious decline in the 
quality of education provided, 
and make the university more 
elitist," she said.

Harford's submission says 
the presidents of organizations 



responsible for future room 
bookings should approve their 
use, and the Concordia director 
of security should be authorized 
to call the city police for rein- 
forcement before violence 
breaks out. 

"I can see further confronta- 
tions as long as we maintain the 
same kind of policies for 
foreign students,"said Murray. 
"It's a problem the University 
deserves to have because of the 
way it has been acting." 



Solar houses zapped 



VANCOUVER (CUP) - While 
students at the University of 
British Columbia are attemp- 
ting to cope with a severe hous- 
ing shortage, the university's 
former housing director Mike 
Davis authorized the destruc- 
tion of two solar houses in early 
December. 

Architech Charles Haynes, 
who designed the two houses, 
said in December the demolition 
was part of the university's 
overall plan to clear the area 
and put in high cost housing. 

1 "Had they (the houses) re- 
mained they would have 
demonstrated the viability of 
low cost, solar housing," said 
Haynes. And the resident's 
association president, Gail Bex- 
ton, said January 6 she hated to 
see the houses destroyed 
because they had great potential 
for use.

"It's just a complete loss. It 
was the politics that got in there 
and we would have liked to have 
had them developed," said Bex- 
ton. "Unfortunately, the 
houses were left too long." 

She added the houses were 
neglected and fell into disrepair 
when the project was phased 
out which made them a hazard 
to children playing in the area. 
Acting housing director Mary 



Flores agreed the houses were 
dangerous. 

"They were horrid and they 
were far from completion. They 
were a danger to the communi- 
ty," sid Flores who denied the 
demolition was part of a plan to 
rebuild high cost housing in the 
area. 



Indians push for 
northern province 



TORONTO (CUP)--Canada's 
Dene nation is proposing a new 
constitutional venture for the 
north, pushing for the creation 
o( Denendeh, a province-like 
jurisdiction in the North West 
Territories. 

George Erasmus, president of 
the Dene, told a University of 
Toronto audience January 14 
that the 18,000 Dene people, 
mainly status and non-status In- 
dians and Metis in the McKen- 
zie River Valley, feel they are 
part of another country, 
"where someone else is making 
the decisions for you." 

According to Erasmus, the 
Dene people want a northern 
state, where the aboriginal peo- 
ple would be "sovereign within 
our own land," enjoying an 
equality relationship to other 
provinces. They would end sales 
of public land within the area, 
while respecting land already 
privately owned. 

The proposal for Denendeh, 
thought by the nation to be the 
only effective way to enhance 
the Dene way of life while not 
compromising the rights of 
other Canadians, includes a 
charter providing legally- 
enforcible guarantees for: 
°The building of social, educa- 
tion and health service institu- 
tions with government funding, 
reflecting the Dene values. 
"Official -language status for 
Dene languages, as well as 
English. 

"Orienting environmental laws 
towards the traditional Dene 
outlook on their relationship 
with the environment. 
"Ensuring that resource 
development projects directly 
reflect the well-being of the 
Dene people, not just profit for 
developers. 

"An economic system that pro- 
tects the traditional Dene 



economy. 

"I've never been able to get it 
through my head why it is in the 
interests of Canada to keep 
native people 
impoverished, "said Erasmus 

Insisting that the Dene have 
been shut out of decisions that 
affect their lives, Erasmus 
pointed to the recent federa 
government approval of Bil 
C-48 as an example. The legisla- 
tion set the stage for construc- 
tion of a pipeline through the 
McKenzie Valley. 

"The north,"said Erasmus, 
"has been defined as Canadian 
land." But he said the recent 
"fiasco" with the Canadian 
constitution served as ' 
•reminder that we don't play an 
important role in Canadian 
society." 

"Northern Canada had no 
representation at that 
decision,"he said, although it 
included agreements "on how 
to carve up the north." 

"The Dene just want what's 
rightfully theirs,"said John 
Olthius, a lawyer for the Dene 
nation who spoke the day 
before at a U of T lecture. 

"The creation of Denendeh 
would protect these people 
against assimilation, "he said. 

Olthius said the Trudeau 
government's 1969 white paper 
on Indian affairs was "a blatant 
attempt to extinguish an entire 
nation of people." The Dene 
people led a fight that saw the 
federal Liberals abandon the 
paper's viewpoint two years 
later. 

Erasmus said natives must 
show Canadians a single leader, 
combined with unified positions 
in their push for aboriginal 
rights. 

"With a unified front, 
aboriginal rights could be 
guaranteed."

Zlatkin said he tried punching 
his way out of the bag and 
screaming for help. 

Besides Thursday night's din- 
ner, Zlatkin lost his belt, which 
was taken by one of the ter- 
rorists and will be returned, the 
spokesperson said. 

It was this point, stripped of 
the only viable means of suspen- 
ding his trousers, that Zlatkin 
began to fret. 

"They made some lewd and 
obscene remarks and that's 
what really got me 
frightened, "he said. 

The spokesperson had harsh 
words for the putative hero of 
the hour, Colin MacGregor. 

"What MacGregor said was 
bullshit. He was thrown in the 
snow three times, not 
attacked, "he said. 

In the search for a motive, 



besides the advancement of low 
comedy, the spokesperson made 
allusions to his group's imper- 
sonation of a "Lebanese 
organization." 

"Since (Libyan leader Muam- 
mar) Khaddafy wanted to kill 
Reagan, we thought it would be 
funny if we took the U.S. 
delegate, "the spokesperson 
said. . 

"We were going to take the 
Israeli guy but he wasn't there. 
And we didn't want to take a 
girl (the other U.S. delegate was 
a female)." 

Like MacGregor, Zlatkin was 
appalled. by the fact no campus 
security official saw the kidnap- 
pers. 

"I can't fathom why no 
security oficials saw this,"he 
said."I was dragged across 
campus and down Sherbrooke.

Zlatkin said that when he 
reported the incident to campus 
security he was treated with lit- 
tle compassion.

Despite his tender nose, 
Zlatkin does not plan to bring 
any form of disciplinary pro- 
ceedings against his captors. 
Zlatkin said he had no idea of 
who his abductors were. 

For their part, the Dirty 
Dozen is feeling contrite. 

"Certainly apologies are due 
to Larry,"the spokesperson 
said. 

He could not understand the 
uproar over the 
abduction.

Certainly it 
can't be respect for human life, 
when the morality of pro-lifers 
simply ignores some of the very 
basic needs confronting most of 
the world's population. If right- 
•to-lifers were really concerned 
about life they would be out 
there even in front of the rest of 
us, protesting the policies of the 
fat cat countries and their 
propped-up regimes around the 
world, which quite deliberately 
starve or work to death 
everyone who isn't white and 
waring a business suit. ' 

Given this observation, it 
comes as no surprise that 
McGill New Agers, crusading 
towards the New Millenium, 
fail to notice much of the 
human suffering around them. 
Their elitist vision, where a few 
comfortable Caucasians (into 
pop-everythirig) can live in glass 
bubbles under - the stars and 
rocket aroiund the universe 
when bored with their plastic 
wrapped psyches, has a dark 
side. 

The dark side, which for sell- 
ing purposes, is never mention- 
ed, is that their vision requires 
the world's human and non- 
human resources be harnessed 
for the glory of their little em- 
pire. Empires, be they spiritual 
or materialist; have always 
needed human fodder for their 




armies, fields, mines and fac- 
tories. Defending the rights of 
the .fetus to develop its full 
potential as an enslaved human 
makes strategic sense — but for 
whom? 

May be right-to-lifers aren't 
as diabolical as I paint them. 
Maybe they too would choose 
to use the 22 billion dollars that 
the governments around the 
world present expend on ar- 
maments every two weeks to 
conver the annual cost of pro- 
viding food, health care, 
shelter, water, and education 
for everyone in the world. 
Maybe they do believe in the 



sacredness of human life and 
the rest was just an oversight. 
Maybe they just fail to unders- 
tand that raising children re- 
quired imense social, 
psychological and - economic 
resources both at the personal 
level and within the community. 
That poverty, unemployment, 
the structure of work, the basic 
organization of our society con- 
spire against having the 
resources for raising . children, 
never mind ourselves, in a way 
that we would find emotionally 
rewarding and satisfying. 
Maybe the awareness of pro- 
lifers is limited by their never 



having had to provide these 
resources. Maybe they just 
don't realize the human in- 
vestments required to transform 
a fetus into something that is 
recognizably human. 

Making a decision to have an 
abortion is never easy. No 
woman reaches that decision in 
an offhand, casual manner. 
There are very deep and 
disconcerting issues about 
human life and how it should be 
conducted that the personal 
decision to have an abortion.br- 
ings to mind. Women faced 
with making this decision exer- 
cise a responsibility to life, their 
own, as well as to the potential 
life that they engender; the 
responsibility of which at pre- 
sent, mostly, if not completely, 
falls on them. 

Given the kind of world that 
we live in, where contraceptives 
are often hazardous as well as 
frequently fail, where we are 
not all gay or restrict ourselves 
to only oral sex or abstinence, 
taking responsibility for life 
sometimes entails some very dif- 
ficult choices. To punish 
women for making such a 
choice, as the anti-abortionist 
forces would have it, is simply 
hypocritical. In comparison, 
most men are spared or can 
avoid dealing with teh issues in- 
volved, and to make matters 
worse are socialized to show lit- 
tle if any concern about life, or 



the dilemmas that people are 
often exposed. 

To illustrate, my. godmother 
survived Auschwitz. Her 
children and husband did not. 
In the displaced persons' 
camps, while awaiting a chance 
to come to Canada, she met a 
man, remarried, and had a 
child. After three years of 
waiting she and her new hus- 
band were permitted to im- 
migrate with their one child. 
Unfortunately, she discovered 
that she was pregnant with 
another child and that this 
would be cause to ahve their 
status as eligible immigrants 
cancelled. She sought a back- 
room abortion, developed an 
infection, fever and started to 
hemorrhage soon after. She 
walked to the hospital and col- 
lapsed, close to death. She lived 
to tell me the story some 25 
years later. 

My mother's best friend, in 
quite similar circumstances, 
after swallowing some pills of 
unknown composition, given to 
her by another abortionist, did 
not. 

We should unmask the moral 
sanctimoniousness and sen- 
timentality of the new right, 
new age, anti-aboriton cam- 
paigners for what it really is — 
moral blindness. For those who 
have. eyes, let them see.

We can find solutions to per- 
sonal and planetary problems 
because we have not even tap- 
ped the potential within us and 
the solutions are within. 

Many people hold the vision 
of a 'new age', of a potential 
transformation of society, 
more and more persons in this 
latter part of the twentieth cen- 
tury: the end is the beginning 
and we are definitely at a transi- 
tion stage that is like 10 Protes- 
tant Reformations and In- 
dustrial Revolutions all rolled 
into one and all taking place in a 
single generation.

Give up 
on life and its promises and 
drop out and off of society's 
tightrope?

Can we yet find, in the 
face of all pessimistic realities, 
positive alternatives and room 
beginning with the transforma- 
tion of the individual, of a heal- 
ing of the nations through the 
healing of our own spirit, of a 
rediscovery of the true concept 
of man based on the supremacy 
of this spirit, of a return to rue 
community (come-into-unity) 
based on shared exemplars of a 
respect for life and for Mother 
Nature, of true freedom and 
democracy, and a search for ge- 
nuine, and not band-aid solu- 
tions to world problems of in- 
flation, totalitarianism and 
threats of war.

As a group, we are in the em- 
brionic stage and are most open 
to suggestions as to what" we 
might do to expose the truth 
behind contemporary issues and 
to find ways to stay balanced on 
society's tightrope, without it 
becomeing a tight rope around 
our lives and our dreams.

Students' Society 

Pay the babysitter 

If nothing else, the Students' Society's Structural Review Com- 
mittee (SRC) has proven that critical examination and evaluation 
can come from within existing structures. What remains to be seen, 
however, is if any constructive change will come of its recommen- 
dations. (See story, page I). 

A product of student discontent, the SRC was set up by 
Students' Council to examine and evaluate the structures of the 
Students' Society and to make recommendations concerning those 
structures. Some people (most notably the top three managerial 
employees) have accused the committee of bias because of the man- 
ner in which it was set up. At the time, Council saw fit to include 
the wording "whereas Council believes that Students' Society 
structures are undemocratic and unresponsive" in the resolution 
establishing the committee. Yet; it is obvious to even the casual 
observer that these are the very characteristics of the Society which 
demand attention. 

Understandably the managers are defensive; any criticism of the 
Students' Society reflects heavily upon them because they have 
been, and continue to be, the core of the organization. Since the 
Society was resurrected from trusteeship five years ago, it has been 
guided by their planning. To a large extent, Executive Director Ron 
Lerman has been responsible for saving the business operations 
from financial morass. No doubt they have been working in good 
faith for the bcnefirof the Society. And yet, something is wrong. 

It has become increasingly clear that McGill' s student govern- 
ment does everything but represent students. Not because of some 
bureaucratic plot to seize power, but simply because the majority 
of students are not plugged into the political process. Students 
don't know what is going on and they don't know how to get in- 
volved. Just under 3,000 students voted in the election that gave 
Liz Norman a job, and probably half the students reading this 
paper don't know what that job is (she is president of the Society). 

The problem, then, is to get students to' participate in their 
government. The logical first step would be to set up structures 
which provide for greater student input into the Society. 

It only makes sense that a student government is run by students. 
What we have now resembles a corporation run by efficient and 
well-paid managers at a cost to students of almost $100,000 a year. 
The managers, we are told, provide continuity. They are a 
resource; an expensive resource perhaps, but one that is 
knowledgeable of the task at hand.

These are just some of the questions that the SRC has wrestled 
with. 



But what exactly is that task? What is the purpose of stuc 
government? What is Students' Society and what should it 



It appears that the SRC members believe student government 
should represent students, instead of merely providing services for 
students. The managers succeeded in making Gertrude's a pro- 
fitable business and they even kept the price of beer down. They 
brought health food and smoked meat to campus. But is this what 
student government is all about? 

Anyone who has attended Council meetings in the last two years 
can attest to the inordinate amount of time spent deciding where to 
put vending machines and other sundry business details. Business 
operations are important because they provide the dollars and cents 
for other student-related activities. But what good is the hard cash 
when the priorities are misplaced? 

As one SRC member so aptly put it, "Students' Society is not a 
growth organization." Tell that -to someone who is paid $40,000 a 
year to manage an organization. No executives of that caliber are 
going to sit around waiting for students to tell them what to do. 
Nor should they. The fact is that managerial staff have no place in 
student government. In particular, the positions of the executive 
director and the program director could easily be filled by students 
and office staff. The time is right to remove this top-heavy 
bureaucracy that only succeeds in perpetuating itself. 

The SRC has come up with some of the most progressive and far- 
reaching proposals of any Students' Society body. The radical 
nature of their proposals revolves around one central theme--that 
it's time to give Students* Society back to the students. On the 
financial side, we've had five good years since trusteeship; five 
years to prove that students can govern themselves responsibly. It's 
time to pay the babysitters and send them home.

"We are now living in a quasi-fascist 
state. " 

The latest pronunciation from a third 
world liberation group? The utterings of 
an expatriate Soviet-bloc, dissident? No. 

These words were spoken by Carol 
Zimmerman, university graduate and 
leader of Québec for All, an anglo- 
Québecois rights group'which formed in 
October of last year. Certainly not the 
first group formed to fight for the rights 
of Québec's minorities, these 600 to 
1 ,000 angry anglos have attracted a great 
deal of attention in the English media 
here in Montreal. 

Since the election of the Parti 
Québécois in 1976, a plethora of in- 
terest, grassroots and political action 
groups and associations have formed 
and more often than not dissolved with 
only a few newspaper clippings to show 
for their efforts. 

Starting in the fall of 1981 a new 
phase in the evolution of anglo- 
Québecois political activism began. 

A coalition named Alliance 

On December 3, 1981, a full-page 
advertisement ran in seven different dai- 
ly newspapers in Québec. A declaration 
of rights for "English-speaking 
Québecers", the advertisement was sign- 
ed by representatives of leading English 
institutions and groups, including the 
principal of McGill University, David- 
Johnston, as well as presidents of 
teachers' unions, various ethnic associa- 
tions, and mayors of some West Island 
municipalities. 

The _ advertisement featured a small 
coupon for those wishing to donate time 
or money, placed in the bottom right 
hand corner of the page. Fifteen thou- 
sand people responded. Thirty thousand 
dollars was sent to the Coalition of 
English-speaking Québecers, the urn 
brella group which had rim the aA 
is the kind of response that oth 
tisers only dream about. 

The Coalition proved to have a short 
life.lt dissolved and was replaced by 
Alliance Quebec six weeks after the 
advertisement appeared. Alliance 
Quebec also replaced the Council for 
Quebec Minorities, a resource and in- 
terest group funded primarily by the 
federal government. 

Editorialists have not been unsym- 
pathetic to the minority cause, and in 
fact the French press has presented a 
more thoughtful and reasoned analysis 
of the English-speaking minority 'pro- 
blem' than the English media outlets. 
Even avowed separatists seem - at 
mimimum receptive to what may result 
form the grassroots organization 
Alliance Québec seeks to become. 

The English media, in particular the 
Gazette, has emphasized the alleged 
discrimination and lack of rights 
minorities of the English-speaking per- 
suasion face in the new Québec. The 
French media has put more emphasis on 
the more important and underlying 
question of how minorities fit into the 
vision of Québec espoused by the PQ 
and, at least to some extent, shared by 
the majority of francophones who voted 
the party into office. 

There will never be a better time to try 
and effect a rapprochement between the 
two solitudes. A recent poll of Québec

for an Open Society". Alex Paterson, 
board member of Alliance Quebec and 
chairman of Positive Action was openly 
proposing a common front last summer.

The declaration of rights published by 
the Coalition in its December 3 ad is cer- 
tainly a starting point for discussion. 
Full participation 'in society, equal ac- 
cess to employment, and the right to 
control English institions like schools 
and hospitals, as well as receive govern- 
ment services and information in 
English, are all reasonable demands for 
a minority of one million persons. The 
right to post bilingual signs is a par- 
ticular thorn in the side of many anglo- 
Québecois and is often held up as an ex- 
ample of the government's insensitivity. 
It is certain that the very public and very 
publicized removal of other, languages 
from public signage played a part in the 
mobilization of the new anglo militants. 

French Québecers have had for many 
years spokesmen, heroes, intellectual 
gurus and the like to articulate their 
needs and explain their position and 
demands to the English majority which 
lives in thè rest of Canada. English 
Québecers, an island wjthin the island of 
Québec, have always looked to the 
federal and provincial Liberals to make 
their case and guard their position. With 
only fifteen percent of those polled by 
the CBC favouring the continued reign 
of Claude Ryan as head of the Québec 
Liberal Party, and Pierre Trudeau busy 
with bigger things now that the BNA act 
is coming home, there is a vacuum. 

I'll take the high road 

The statisticians tell us that some 
anglos have articulated their needs and 
desires by casting the (overplayed) 401 
vote. The road to Ontario is not paved 
with gold, as all the Torontonians living 
in Alberta will tell you. 
. Others, like Carol Zimmerman and 
her followers, get rhad. The fact' that 
they are remaining in Québec and are 
willing to contribute, despite the 
negative reviews their somewhat unor- 
thodox methods receive, is an encourag- 
ing sign. Their willingness to claim a 
place in Québécois society is far more 
courageous than putting the furniture in 
a moving van 'and escaping. 

It is interesting to note that Carol 
Zimmerman signed the Coalition of 
English-speaking Québecers ad, but is 
not part of Alliance Québec, unlike most 
of (he other co-signatories. It would 
seem that Québec for All's activities 
would not fit in with the more reasoned 
and moderate approach of Alliance. 

Not so suddenly at all 

The emergence of Alliance Quebec 
seems very sudden. In reality the plan 
for the new umbrella group was put into 
motion well over six months ago when 
some of the leading lights of the anglo 
"movement" began working on what 
came to be known as the Faulkner 
report. Dr. John Simms told the annual 
meeting of the Positive Action Commit- 
tee late in 1981 that the common front 



ing to spend our time any more making 
lofty recommendations to the govern- 
ment." 

Willianf Johnson, Québec correspon- 
dent for the Globe and Mail said after 
the Coalition's declaration appeared 
that it was timid and that it was time for 
more action and a harder stance in 
defence of rights by anglos. Jean-Pierre 
Proulx of Le Devoir said the Coalition 
was guilty of an "indécence manifeste à 
l'égard de la majorité au Québec". M. 
Proulx is not quite as hard on the Coali- 
tion's child, Alliance Quebec. Writing in 
a January 20 editorial, two days after 
the. group's first press conference, he 
stated, "Si Alliance Québec veut être 
pris au sérieux, il doit faire l'effort 
d'élaborer une problématique qui tienne 
compte de toute la réalité Québécois." 

An official minority 

The Council of Québec Minorities 
received almost all of its funding from 
the federal government. Under the 
Secretary of State's Official Language 



form the feds and hope for an increase 
in their budget. The provincial govern- 
ment also provides proportionally much 
smaller sums to "cultural 
communities". 

Alliance Québec will have three main 
roles; ombudsman, service /resource, 
and lobbyist. Two types of membership 
chapters will select delegates who will 
form the General Council and meet to 
decide on policy and elect a thirty 
member Board of Directors and an Ex- 
ecutive. For the moment, Eric Maldoff 
and Jeffrey Chambers, formerly Presi- 
dent and Director General of the Coun- 
cil of Minorities respectively, will per- 
form the same function for Alliance 
Québec. 

The Board of Directors includes many 
of the signatories of the declaration of 
rights published by the Coalition of 
English-speaking Québecers. The two 
types of membership chapters will be 
service associations, representing institu- 
tions, unions, and the like; and district 
associations representing grass-roots 
organizations from different areas like 
the Eastern Townships or the Gaspé. As 
such there will be no direct individual 
membership in Alliance Québec. 

The $30,000 received in response to 
the Coalition's ad was used to pay for 
the ads and to set up a computerized list 
of those who expressed an interest in 
helping set up a new group. The Alliance 
will use these names as the basis for set- 
ting up the grassroots district associa- 
tions which will form the backbone of 
any sort of effective lobbying force.

The first policy convention is slated 
for early spring. The first General Coun- 
cil will consider a report being prepared 
by a group in the charge of Dr. Russell 
Breen, vice-rector of Concordia Univer- 
sity and president of the Alliance's 
political commission. This "document; 
du travail" should be ready by mid- 
March. '<■ 

A waiting game 

In some senses it is still very much a 
waiting game for Québec's anglophone 
minority, a wildly diverse group- of 
about a million people who are less 
anglo than they are un-French. They- 
have a. linguistic commonality which 
should not be mistaken for homogenity. 

Lise Bissonette, commenting on the 
CBC anglo poll, wrote in Lé Devoir last 
week that, " Certes, le sondage révèle ... 
les larges variations d'attitude selon 
l'âge, le statut social, la région, la 
capacité d'adaptation. II souligne les dif- 
ficultés, la confusion d'une période de 
transition." 

This is not the time for nostalgia 
about the way things once were or 
speculation about the way things mignt 
have been. If Alliance Quebec can suc- 
ceed in articulating the legitimate needs 
and desires of the unfrench and convey- 
ing them to the the provincial govern- 
ment, it will have succeeded where 
others have stumbled and failed. 
. Then again, if the economic situation 
does not improve we may all end up in 
Calgary anyways, whether we like it here 
or not. •
